M. Poincare and After. 


Although M. Poincaré’s Government 
will remain in power until the French 
Parliament meets on June Ist, the leaders 
of the opposition which triumphed at the 
general elections last Sunday are losing 
no: time in the formulation of their 
policy.. Indeed, they are talking and 
acting «already as if they. were in 
fall control of affairs. French politi- 
cians usually take a great deal for 
granted, but nothing short of a miracle 
can keep M. Poincaré in office after his 
signal defeat at the polls, and it is almost 
a foregone conclusion. that he will be suc- 
ceeded by M. Herriot, who is resting at 
present in a sanatorium in the South of 
France. The Premier-elect, however, 
seems to have authorised his lieutenants, 
MM. Painlevé and Blum, to make a state- 
ment of policy, which we print to-day. 
It is like the statement that is made by 
every new Government before, or imme- 
diately after, return to office; but in 
France the new brooms apparently will 
sweep extraordinarily clean. The Poin- 
earé policy of. coercion will be replaced 
by a programme of general conciliation 
and imternational agreement, which, how- 
ever, will not fai] to take into account 
“ the just claims of France.” There is the 
rub. Nine out of every ten Frenchmen 
are convinced that every one of M. Poin- 
caré's claims is perfectly “just,” and 
that Britain's opposition to them is a 
result of insular ignorance. Apparently 
the policy of the new Government will de- 
pend on the interpretation of this word 
“ just,” and so far as their views on that 
matter are concerned, we fear that there is 
very little to choose between MM. Poin- 
caré and Herriot. Unless the new 
Government is prepared to make sub- 
stantial concessions in matters of foreign. 
policy, particularly in regard to the Ruhr 
Valley, Europe will continue to look to 
Paris. in vain for a solution. of her 
difficulties. 1 

From the French point of view, of 
course, domestic. concerns are of even 
greater importance than any problem of 
foreign. policy. M. Poincaré fell from 
power, not because he was too harsh in 
his dealings with the Germans, or even 
because he brought France to the verge 
of ruin through the Ruhr adventure, but 
ehiefly because the cost of living rose in 
France under his régime, taxes were far 
too high, and the purchasing power of the 
franc was falling almost every day. The 
new Govérnment already has recognised 
this fact, and is taking early steps to set 
itself right with the public. According to. 
‘yesterday’s statement, under the new 
Administration all the evils of the Poin- 
caré period will disappear. The French 
Budget will show a “ real ’’ balance on the 
| right side, taxes will be reduced as soon 
as may be, and there will be an immediate’ 
fall: in the cost. of living. Political 
promises are notoriously brittle, but. M.

The Gas-Workers’ Strike. 

The strike of gas-workers, which already 
has wrought so much havoc in Dublin's 
homes and ‘factories, is a typical case of 
industrial Bolshevism. This fact is made 
clear by the . developments’ which the 
Minister for. Industry and’ Commerce 
summarised: yesterday in his statement to 
Dail Kireann. The strikers are members 
of the Transport Workers’ Union, which 
endorsed offivially their grievance against 
the Gas Company. The Ministry pro- 
posed that the strike should be postponed 
pending the. result oí” an independent 
inquiry, and.the Company. agreed to this: 
course. The mien rejected it, went on 
strike, and, at a-subsequent meeting, de- 
; cided by a majority of votes to remain 
on strike. When the Court of Inquiry 
met yesterday morning the Executive of 
the Union sent. no representatives, but 
submitted a letter which showed that it 
had counselled the men to remain at work 
pending the inquiry, and that the strike 
had been declared in absolute defiance of 
it. wishes. The letter repudiated, on 
behalf of the Union, the person whom 
the strikérs had nominated as their 
spokesman. In these circumstances the 
court's terms: of reference. ceased . to- be 
valid.and the inquiry was dissolved. The 
Minister s action will have the public's 
unqualified support, and, indeed, no other 
course was open to him As he told the 
Dail, the issue for inquiry concerned the 
alleged rights of the Transport. Workers 
Union, and the suggestion that the 
Union's claims should be urged by persons 
who had rejected its authority was pre- 
posterous. Apparently, therefore, unless 
the men can be induced or compelled to 
return to.their allegiance, the strike will 
continue’; and the fact that the Union's 
rebellious members. will not get’ strike 
pay will bring small consolation to 
harrassed householders or to’ the 
people who are losing their employ- 
ment through the stoppage of the gas 
supply. Even if.this wicked and wanton 
strike is ended to-morrow, Dublin’ will 
be without gas for at least another week. 
That time must elapse ‘before the exceed- 
ingly. high temperatures which the manu- 
facture of gas requires can be restored at 
the works, | 

We were concerned at the outset, with 
the mismanagement that allowed the 
strike~which had been maturing for some 
weeks—to take the public utterly by sur- 
prise; and we ‘think still that the re 
sponsibility ought to be put on the right 
shouldets. ' Did' thé Gas Company, in 
maintaining the foolish policy of silence, 
act on .its own initiative or under the 
advice or instruction of “some higher 
power? To-day, however, the City and, 
indeed, the State are confronted with a 
graver issue—nothing less, than -the 
claim of a handful of workers to challenge 
the organised economy of industrial life, 
to seize a whole community by the throat, 
and to,inflict loss and suffering on tens 
of thousands of their fellow-citizens. If 
that claim is -admitted—if it is not 
resisted and deféatéd with the utmost 
firmness and prompitude-—the -path, to 
industrial: chaos lies steep before us. Jf 
the machinery of contract between Capital 
ard Labour is to be ‘‘ scrapped,” 
time is not distant when the Great 
Anarch will ‘let the curtain fall on all 
the hopes and prospects of this young 
democracy. The first move is with the 
Transport Workers’ Union. If it fails to 
reassert its authority now, its title to 
represent organised Labour will dis- 
appear... The Union must order the rebels 
to return to work pending the result of 
conference in which its accredited officials 
will take part. If.the mem defy such 
instructions, the Government must take 
steps to protect the citizens of Dublin, 
and the citizens themselves must co 
operate in their own defence.

The rejection of the bill was moved by Mr. 
S.. Roberts, the Conservative member for 
Hereford, not so much on the ground that 
nationalisation as a principle was as that 
it: had yet to be established that it was the 
best thing for the miner, the consumer -and 
the taxpayer 

Mr. § inwell, Secretary for the Mines 
Department, fulfilled expectations by stating 
that the Government whole-heartedly accepted 
the principle embodied in the bill. With this 
assurance the supporters of the bill had to 
be content. There was no mandate from the 
electors to pursue a policy of nationalisation, 
and the Government could not undertake 
responsibility for a private member s bill. At 
the same time, they were firmly convinced 
that there was no solution of. the problem 
confronting them, apart from national owner- 


ship. 


Mr. Lloyd Geor followed. He com- 
mented on the fact that very little had been 
said by Mr. Shinwell about the bill, but a 
great deal about what he (Mr. Lloyd George) 
had said on numerous occasions, when dealing 
with the industry. ‘He himself was more con- 
cerned with the bill. This, he said, was the 
first concrete example of the new Socialism 
which was to be put into operation as soon 
as Labour had a majority. The first thin 
he desired to make plain was. that this bil 
had nothing to do with the Sankey Report, 
‘That was a scheme. of nationalisation. This 
bill was not. 

The Sankey Report provided for purchase 

the State and control by the State, and 
id provided a basis for a fair valuation, 
which was vital. The present bill provided 
for a council of twenty, which would be 
dominated by the men engaged in « coal- 
production, and who would have a right to 
determine the fixation of wages and prices. 
Even so, the miners would have the right of 
striking.

Calling attention to views expressed in a 
pamphlet “ag jm articles reprinted from 
the Daily Herald, Mr. Lloyd George 
directed attention to an article entitled, “'. The 
Black Tiger,” by the President of the Board 
of Trade, Mr. Sydney Webb.

There is 
only one way, he said, in which you can deal 
with the acquisition of property by the State, 
and that is payment of a fair valuation. He 
admitted that the conditions in the industry 
were unsatisfactory. In 1919 the Government 
made pro for remedying them, but the 
Miners’ Federation ‘would have nothing to do 
with them, as they believed it would weaken 
their: case for nationalisation.

At the opening of the proceedings a letter 
was read from, the Irish Transport and General 
Workers’ Union, intimating that owing to the 
men having declined its advice to return to 
work pending the result of the inquiry, the 
union felt unable to attend the Court.

Deputy Doyle would have been there 
to oppose the bill's being referred to the 
Joint Committee, and would have stated the 
case for the Corporation, but he had to fulfil 
an important engagement elsewhere. The 
Dublin Corporation was a very important 
body, and he was sure that it was equally 
alive to the promotion of its bill some months 
ago as it was now. 
There were three bills to go before the 
Joint Committee, and he thought it would be 
well if they had an opportunity of seeing what 
the other two bills were. It would be open 
to any party to oppose these bills.. He thought 
that the bill would not get beyond its early 
stages this session, because it was intended 
that the Dail should adjourn about the 4th of 
July. He was of the opinion the bill ought 
to be allowed to go before the Joint Com- 
mittee. 


POSTPONEMENT PROPOSED. 


Mr. Johnson suggested a postponement lor 
two months, as the three bills could then be 
considered together. 

The President pointed out that two months’ 
postponement would mean that the bill would 
not be dealt with that session. á 

Major Cooper said that the promoters oí 
this bill, and the other bill which they were 
to consider later on, had complied with Stand- 
ing Orders, and had done everything required 
by the Oireachtas. Was it fair to ask them to 

stpone their bills because the Corporation 
had not seen fit to go to the same trouble 
and had waited until other people had sent 
in their bills? If the Dail did not agree to 
the message, the result would be that, in the 
first place, no private individual or firm 
would bring forward private bill legislation 
if the bills were to be at the mercy of the 
Corporation, and, secondly, that, when the 
Standing Orders of the Dail conflicted with 
the wishes of the Corporation, the wishes of 
the Corporation would prevail, which would 
be a position of intolerable indignity. 

It was agreed that the matters relating to 
the Dublin Electricity Supply Bill and the 
East Leinster Electricity Supply Bill be post- 
poned until Thursday next.

RATES, FARES AND TOLLS. 

The substance of an amendment moved by 
Mr Hewat was: The deletion of Section 23 
of Part 111. and the substitution of a new 
section to the effect that the rates, fares.

DISTRESS IN THE WEST.

THE SERVICE OF A WRIT. 


In the King’s Bench Division yesterday, 
before the Lord Chief Justice, in the action of 
Jordan H. Roche y. Edward McBrierty and 
the Minister for Defence, 

Mr. Lynn (instructed by Messré. St. G. 
Robinson ‘and Williams), for the plaintiff, 
applied for a declaration that the service of 
the writ actually effected sufficient, or, in 
the alternative, for such order jor substituted 
or other service, or for the substitution for 
service of notice by advertisement or other- 
wise, as might be just. The plaintiff is an 
auctioneer and merchant in Sligo. The firet- 
named defendant is an officer in the Free State 
Army. The plaintiff's claim is for damages 
for trespass on his premises by Free State 
troops and for ariest and false imprisonment. 
Counsel moved on the affidavit of Mr. William 
H. Argue, of Sligo, a member of the firm of 
Messrs. St. G. Robinson and Williams, who 
stated that, having been directed by the 
plaintiff to serve the defendant, the Minister 
for Defence, with a copy of the writ of sum- 
mons, he procured Timothy Newman, civil 
bill officer, to do so. He was informed that 
upon the 29th April, 1924, the civil bill officer 
attended, for the purpose of serving a copy of 
the writ, at the office of the Ministry of 
Defence, Portobello, Co. Dublin, and, on in- 
quiring for the Minister for Defence, he was 
informed by a person in the office, who repre- 


Minister, that the Minister was not acceasible. 
The civil bill officer then stated the nature of 
his business, and he delivered to, and left 
with, the secretary a true copy of the writ, 
and desired him to give it to the Minister as 
soon as possible. Upon the 5th May, 1924, he 
(Mr. Argue) received at his town agent's office 
a copy of the writ, accompanied by a letter 
from the secretary. 

The Lord Chief Justice—You must have an 
affidavit from the process server. If you ask 
the Chief State Solicitor to accept service he 
will do it for you, I think. 

Mr. Lynn—We did do it, and we left the 
writ and got back a letter.

A £100,000 
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ACTION TO BE TRIED IN 
NORTHERN IRELAND. 


In the Court of Appeal yesterday, before 
the Master of the Rolls, Lord Justice Ronan 
and Lord Justice O'Connor, the case of 
William McMenamin, of Stroangibbagh, 
Drumkeen, Co. Donegal, against James 
Kennedy, of Main street, Strabane, was 
heard on an appeal by the plaintiff from a 
decision of Mr, Justice Dodd setting aside an 
order previously made by himself giving leave 
to issue and serve the writ on the defendant 
out of the jurisdiction in Northern Ireland. 
The plaintiff claimed in the writ to have con- 
demned wills made on the 15th August. 19153, 
ond 23rd July, 1915, by his brother, Patrick 
McMenamin, who had formerly carried on 
business as a merchant in Strabane, and whose 
property had come under the care of Lord 
Chief Justice Molony, he himself having 
resided for some time prior to his death in 
1921 at Alma road, Monkstown, Cá. Dublin. 
The assets were stated to amount to over 
£100,000. When Mr, Justice Dodd made his 
original order giving leave to serve the writ 
out of the jurisdiction he was not aware of 
the fact that the defendant. who is the 
surviving executor. had already commenced 
proceedings in the Courts of Northern Ireland. 
When this and other facts had been brought 
to his knowledge by counsel representing the 
defendant, he set aside his previous order. 
From this decision the plaintiff now appealed. 

The Court of Appeal unanimously refused 
the appeal, with costs. the Master of the 
Rolls remarking that it would be a futile 
thing to have two suits going on in different 
parts of the country relating to the same will.

CO. LEITRIM MURDER, 
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CHARGE AGAINST ACCUSED MEN 
FAILS. 


At Carrick-on-Shannon District Court, yes- 
terday, Mr. Cyril Beatty, District Justice, re- 
fused informations against John Doherty, 
Leitra, Drumshambo, and John J. Noone 
Managh, Drumshambo, charged with the wil. 
ful murder of James Brien at Deumliffen, 
a Co, Leitrim, on the 28th February 
ast. 

Miss L. Brien, the chief witness for the 
State, described the raid on the house of her 
brother-in-law, James Lynch, Drumliffen, on 
the night of February 28, when her brother 
was shot. She failed to identify either of the 
Mbumd men as having patticipated in the 
raid. 

In discharging the accused the District Jus- 
tice congratulated the Civic Guards on the 
efforts they had made to trace the murderers. 
He also commended Miss Brien for the way 
in which she had given her evidence. 

The murdered man had spent several years 
in the United States. He was attending the 
celebration of his sister’s wedding at the house 
of his brother-in-law when he was shot.

THE ADJUDICATORS’ 
REMARKS. 


In announcing his award in the Larchet 
Cup competition, Mr. Lloyd Powell said that 
an accompanist was at last penne in 
be recognised. An accompanist had to a 
musician able to recognise at sight the 
character ot any piece, and to render it 
sympathetically. It was not sufficient to be 
simply self-effacing; she had to support the 
soloist and maintain the rhythm, and: make 
him feel that there was a power behind him. 
In certain types of music, such as the 
Paganini piece; selected for the test, the 
accompanist had to show decision, and, most 
of them that morning had been faulty in that 
respect, too _— self-effacing. 
Taking into consideration, 
the one the best  inter- 
pretation had in the 
most capable way read the notes, and 
got hold of the idea, supporting tbe viclinist, 
and showed hereelf a thoroughly capable 
accompanist, was No, 3 (Miss Rhoda Coghill). 
The vocalist was Mr. Joseph O'Neill, who 
sang “ The Serenade’’ (Cyril Scott), and the 
violinist was Mr. Erwin Goldwater, who 
played Paganini’s ‘‘Concerto.” : 

Mr. Lloyd Powell, who adjudicated in the 
John Pigott Cup competition, said that all 
the piano playing he had heard at the Feis 
had been fine. Competitors in this compcti- 
tion had to put themselves on a ivel of public 
platform players, and could uct be judged 
from the student standard. - They :.il managed 
excellently. The great thing in public playing 
was clearness and intelligent ue cí the 
pedals, and, with few exceptions, they were 
admiralty clear. Judicious use .f the p: dals 
made ail the difference. Of the test p.eces 
the least satisfactory, was the Schumann. 
But Schumann was very hard to play, and he 
was sorry to say he had of recent years been 
unjustly neglected. The Chopin piece was the 
finest example of the masculine and very virile 
Chopin, and no one knew how to write for the 
piano as he did. The winner (No. 1) showed 
reat delicacy in her phrasing. She was rather 
oo delicate for Schumann. However, it was 
musical and full of ing Her Chopin was 
capital—the best they had. The second (No. 
6) played Bache Prelude very clearly, but 
exaggerated the accents too much. Her 
Schumann showed temperament, She was one 
of the most promising pianists he had heard. 
She had plenty of character, but she must be 
careful not to let it run away with her. 

Commenting on the senior. violin competi- 
tion, Mr. Bridge said that they had had 
another very close competition, and it had 
been very difficult to decide it. All the play- 
ing was of a very high level. The Ba we 
and Polonaise was played excellently by 
almost all the competitors, the only fault 
being that in some cases in the vety rapid 
passages some players had not been quite sure 
of themselves. Without. flattering No. 13 
(Master Arthur Franks), he would like to 
mention that he was a good many marks 
ahead of his nearest competitor. 

Commenting on the Arthur Darley’ Prize 
contest, Mr, Bridge said that it had been a 
very interesting competition, but that it had 
not been hard to judge. The Allegro was 
very difficult, and the winner who had taken 
it rather slower than the other competitors 
had done better in it. The principal failing 
was that most of the competitors played the 
double stopping ‘too heavily, giving a clumsy | 
effect.

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HE rain fell noisily upon the glass of the 
roof, while faintly mournful came the 

» sound of a tin wh played by an old 
blind man who stood outside on the muddy 
pavement. But in the long, quiet room where | 
the water-colours were hung there were 
Fe of gardens gay with old-fashioned 

owers that revelled in the golden sunshine. 
There was the vivid blue of a summer sea 
breaking lazily white upon the smooth yellow 
sand, and the smoke-blue of high mountains, 
round whose feet the sombre fir trees stand. 
‘Again, there was the quaint, colourful street 
of some gabled Continental town, with the 
pleasant terra-cotta of sun-warmed bricks, 
and then the steep, crooked lane in Corn- 
wall, ending in a calm blue sea where white 
and dreamed.

Perhaps they talked of him among them- 
selves and listened to those who knew him as 
a young man—‘‘a fine. up-standing bye, wid 
a cheery way of goin’”; a kind, good 
husband to the woman who had waited so 
long for him in the little churchyard at the 
foot of the hill. “ He was never the same.”

F the three historic racecourses over the 
oceans—from New York to San Fran- 

' eiseo, from Foochow to London, and 
from London to Melbourne—only the last has 
a living interest at the nt day. No one 
can remember the Flyi Cloud sailing 
through the Golden Gate ‘2 days out; few 
saw Ariel and Taeping racing neck and neck 
up the Channel; but many « . the ships and 
men of the great wool fleet still survive, and 
stories of what was called, r excellence, 
the Colonial Passages, are still current. 1 
was, no doubt, to some extent influenced by 
those stories when | determined to take my 
holiday along the tracks of the James Baines 
and Cutty rk, as nearly as circumstances 
and the small size of my vessel would permit. 

Poor little Saoirse, how have you deserved 
that I should make invidious comparisons 
between you and those famous breakers of 
records? It would almost seem as though 
we had made a passage of record length. 
Yet, things are not quite as bad as that. 
If we did spend 224 days between Dublin 
and Melbourne, of those we spent 853 in 
port. It was no fault of the ship that 
we had to run for Pernambuoe, which 
cost us a week, or put back 
to Durban, which lost another fortnight. And 
eighty years ago 120 days was reckoned a 
fair passage by big ships; even in our own 
time «steel four-posters, huge floating ware- 
houses, have exceeded that figure. Now, how- 
ever, that nearly al; the colonial traffic is 
carried by Suez and in steam, we are among 
the few exponetits of the old tradition. Some 
others still survive, though one cannot now 
meet the giant clippers running down their 
easting at 21 knots, under sky stunsails and 
main moonsail. I remember seeing the barque 
Oweence leave Dublin in 1913; she ran to 
Newcastle in 735 days; but for the main part 
the once crowded highway is a desert. On 
all our long voyage out we did not see a sail. 
And someone said to me, “Do you not find 
those long passages, with nothing to look 
at but sea and sxv and albatrosses, very 
tedious? ‘Tedious they may seem to the 
traveller on a mail boat. who has no other 
interests than the affairs of his fellow- 
passengers; but to me, for the first time 
navigating my own ship over the ocean, every 
day brings something of new interest. 
have the sea to look at. How many 
hours have we all spent leaning © 
the parapet of a bridge and looking 
at the river swirling beneath us? We say we 
are watching for that big trout; it is not true. 
The fascination of moving water holds us, 
were there never a trout in it. And can I not 
spend as many days studying the infinitely 
varied forms of deep-sea waves! Now we float 
lazily among long round-backed hills, once in 
a while rising to a higher summit from which 
we can Jook down on a level horizon deep blue 
under a tropical sun; now we fight our way 
through ranges of snow-capped peaks, flanked 
by sharp-crested spurs which rise and burst 
with valeuniia energy along our rail; now we 
dance along ridge and furrow rippling before 
the mild trade wind. 

The features which can hardly be appre- 
ciated from the boat-deck of a liner rise up 
like a mountain-chain against the sky from 
our low view point, and only in a small vessel 
can one feel the glorious k and forward 
swing of the racing seas. And so with colour ; 
the transparency of the thin wall which is just 
about to break in a sparkle of sunlit foam, 
the minute tracery on the front of an advanc- 
ing swill, are only enjoyed by the eye which 
is beneath their level. And all the myriad re- 
flected lights from sunset clouds, which keep 
their distance from the more exalted observer, 
crowd close alongside our tiny craft. Because 
we have to humour the waves, not defy them ; 
because we have to adapt our course and 
pé to the run of the seas, not smash 
through them; they have a more interesting 
message for us than for the traveller in 
thousands of tons of steel and machinery. 
Also there is an endless study of the sky 
for those who depend on the wind for their 
ransit, a sky unstained by smoke, ever 
warning clear to read on its face, genial, 
threatening, or savage. For all these warn- 
ings we must look attentively to make a 
good passage; not in order to shorten sail in 
time, for in our small vessel that is an affair 
of moments; but in order to navigate from 
regions where the winds are foul or too 
strong to those where the breeze is fair and 
gentle. Say we are running down our east- 
ing, not very far south, for we are too small 
to make full use of strong winds; but just 
where a fresh breeze will fill to its capacity 
our great square foresail and the seas are not 
too high to make steering hazardous.

quarter, the sky will wear for days the same 
aspect, for we are travelling to the eastward 
just as fast as the weather. The tiny cross 
on the chart which marks our place at yes- 
terday’s noon lies midway between that 
of the day before and that which I prick off 
to-day; a straight line may be ruled to pass 
through the three, or perhaps seven or eight 


of them. 

Then comes a change in the clouds 
or in the wind. We are going too 
fast or too slow, or, perhaps, the storm 
centres, which we should keep to the south cf 
us, are not running true with our course. It 
We cannot regain our old wind, we rust 
make a cast for similar conditions. Here is 
a call on the art of the navigator; here he 
must read the signs of the weather and the 
indications of the barometer, and from them 
draw his own deductions. We cannot get 
reports by wireless from ships or the nearest 
land; we have to play a lone hand in our 
gamble with the elements. 

Sometimes the stonms—and storm in this 
connection does not connote any particular 
strength of wind, but merely a cyclonic 
system—play a simple game. For twelve 
days from Amsterdam Island we ran along 
with one; finally it outstripped us, but by 
a nicky side-step towards Cape Leewin we 
found an equally friendly system, which 
carried us in ten more days te Melbourne. 
Sometimes they are incredibly perverse, and 
throw conventions to the winds. 

In the South Atlantic we struck a very 
stubborn storm. It appeared quite immov- 
able, and so we started to sail round it. 
Then it worked back to block our path; but 
there, 1 think, it overreaclied itself. It is 
true that we blundered into the exact storm 
centre, but on its other side we 
picked up a fair westerly gale some 
half a day sooner than if the elements had not 
been in such a hurry to obstruct us. Yet, 
on the whole, the Atlantic weather beat us; 
though we won hands down across the Indian 
Ocean. ‘Here is a game—the finest game in 
the world—which one does not learn in steam. 

The excitement of discovering new stars 
and constellations, and the changing aspects of 
the familiar oner before they finally drop 
below the horizon befbng to the earlier part 
of a Southern voyage; of late the skies have 
remained unchanged, only the fact that the 
heavenly bodies rise some quarter of an hour 
earlier each day marks our progress. But 
stars and clouds are not the only things in 
the sky. My inquirer cited albatrosses. 
There are all sorts of other birds, too, down 
to the tiny stormy petrel; but the albatross 
is the best company of all. That ancient 
mariner who killed the albatross was justly 
punished for the murder of so friendly a 
creature. 

We, of course, had opportunities denied to 
the steam-boat man if improving our acquaint- 
ance ; for the albatross is a silent fellow when 
on the wing, and he cannot swim alongside 
and eat bread and butter out of one’s hand, 
unless one is becalmed in a vessel 
so small that, leaning over the Trail, 
one can touch the water. That is the time 
to listen to his conversation. Nor in a 
steamer is one so intimate with the fishes. 
The whale and porpofe will not play around 
her; you cannot see the pilot-fish hanging, 
like the shadow of the bobstay,’ under her 
forefoot, or dolphins ranging on the quarters 
ready to leap after the flying fish that rise 
in clouds before her bows; nor have you 
time .to dip up a bucket full of swarming 

lagic life. No, there is no tedium on a 

uthern-going sailer. 

As we made our landfall we passed the 
Schomburg reef, on which that notorious 
ship, the Éisc oí her day, was run ashore. 
One can read much of the history of 
bygone shipping from the names on the chart ; 
islands were named after the veseels which 
first, sighted them and went on their way; 
reefs a those which struck them and there 
were lost. In those days the names were as 
beautiful as the ships that bore them; there 
is a pleasant sound in Nightingale Island or 
Harbinger Rock, but fio ‘one wants to per- 
petuate sech atrocities as ‘‘ British Tommy ”’ 
or “ Manchester Engineer.” 

So we sailed past Moonlight Head—but 
Captain Moonlight’s story has nothing to do 
with the sea; past the Otway; past Port 
Phillip Head; past two ships at anchor in 
Hobson's Bay-—real ships, square-rigged on 
all three masts—and moored where the earliest 
emigrants landed before Melbourne was a 
city. And in Melbourne, still a port of tall 
ships, where the famous passages of the 
Colonial clippers are not yet forgotten, the 
little Saoirse received such a welcome as was 
extended to the wonderful Thermopyiae fifty 
years (all but seventeen days) before her. 


‘LAWN TENNIS.’ 
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(BY F. GORDON LOWE.) 


Our Davis Cup match against Belgium has 
taught us several things. It has proved that 
the selectors were entirely justified in their 
choice of L. A. Godfree and Max Woosnam 
for the doubles. The prophets, when they 
said that the issue would depend on the 
result of this match, were not at fault. 
Godfree and Woosnam, who were the number 
one pair in the Lancashire County team of 
1923, more than fulfilled expectations. The

tennis is a game which must be taken 
seriously. A player, however good he may 
be, .cannot afford to drop it for two years 
and after a few practice games expect to 
‘come back” on his first public appearance.

His tense struggle vith 
Washer, which was played under conditions 
of wind and rain, was one of the most ‘sport- 
ing contests seen in England for some time. 
Another point which was emphasised at Tor- 
quay was the excellence of the hard court 
surface for our climate. If we had relied on 
a grass court for the match the players would 
still be waiting to begin operations. As it 
was, in spite of heavy rain each night and 
morning, the courts were fit for play Ly the 
afternoon. 

I think the French team thoroughly enjoyed 
its match with the Drive Club played over 
the week-end, The visitors were beaten, but 
Borotra and Couiteas both shone. <A finer 
singles match is seldom seen than the one 
which was fought out between Borotra and 
The Frenchman, who is quick- 
ness itself, just managed to keep ahead, but 
Wheatley won the third set, and might have 
won the second and fourth if his old fault 
of failing to clinch a winning lead had not 
let him down.

Couiteas, who is ‘anxious to come to 
Wimbledon, told me he was impressed with 
the numbers of young players we had “coming 
on ” in this country. He based his judgment 
on what he saw in the London v. Paris match, 
and at the Drive Club, and there is no doubt 
we are beginning to make headway. A team 
composed of Lycett, Wheatley, Kingsley and 
Eames, would not be very far behind in a 
match against our No. 1 Davis Cup team. 
Gerbault is thinking more of his next voyage 
in hig-8-ton yacht to the Pacific Islands than 
of lawn tennis. He will set out again when 
he has finished the remaining two chapters of 
the book which-he is writing about his recent 
well-known feat. He tells me that Mlle. 
Lenglen, after much persuasion, may come 
to Wimbledon after all. He also said that 
Cochet, Borotra, and Lacoste were a finer 
collective trio than Gobert, Laurentz, and 
Decugis ever were. The latter players may 
have been more brilliant individually, but in 
a Davis Cun match one or other would be off. 
With the new school, all three can be relied 
upon to give of their best at the same time. 

England soon will be the world centre once 
again of lawn tennis activity. Several famous 
players have arrived and more are on their 
way. The Indian Davis Cup team, including 
Sleem, Jacob and the two Fyzees, were hold- 
ing a conference as to their future lawn tennis 
plans at the Drive Club last Saturday. Sleem 
is the steadiest player in the world. He 
works out his various moves in the game like 
a chess player. Jacob has the highest opinion 
of his capabilities and believes the Indian 
might have had a chance against Johnston as 
the American was playing at times last season. 

S. N. Doust’s team returned South from 
Glasgow last week with glowing accounts of 
the excellent time they had ail had while 
there. They thoroughly enjoyed their tennis 
and the hospitality which they received. 
Wheatley was most impressed by the play of 
Mrs. Hudleston, who was yolleying and smash- 
ing well. In partnership with Blair, who 
played at Wimbledon last year, she put up a 
close fight against the British international 
and Miss Colyer. Mrs. Robin Welsh, whose 
play is well known in England, also showed 
that she has lost none of her old form.
